Adult Care Center Opens 
At City Community Center

Shortly after 1 p.m. on a 
blustery, late November day, 
Angelina Kaldor, with the aid 
of city officials, cut the ribbon 
to mark the opening of the 
Greenbelt Adult Care Center. 
The center is at the rear, lower 
level of the still not fully 
opened Greenbelt Community 
Center. Kaldor is a participant 
there. 

Also participating in the cer- 
emony was Michelle Cordova, 
director of the center. The city 
officials were Mayor Antoinette 
Bram, Deputy City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin and Com- 
munity Center Supervisor Cathy 
Salgado. McLaughlin has been 
project manager since the 
project’s initiation, and Salgado 
has been supervising the con- 
struction contract for the Recre- 
ation Department. 


Partnership 

The theme for the opening 
ceremonies was a “Partnership 
of Pride.” It emphasized the 
partnership between the Baptist 
Senior Adult Ministries 
(BSAM), which operates the 
Greenbelt center and three oth- 
ers, the city, county and state, 
and the citizens, staff and par- 
ticipants. Together, they made 
the day care center a reality 
and make its program work. 
Representing the state at the 
ceremonies were Senator Leo 
Green and Delegate Joan Pitkin. 

Donna Crocker, director of 
Prince George’s County Family 
Services, spoke briefly for the 
county. She noted the impor- 
tant role BSAM plays in the 
county with its four day care 
centers serving over 100 seniors 
on a daily basis and another 
100 on a part-time basis. The 
county now has state approval 
to serve 300 seniors at day care 
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facilities but has a need to 
serve.400...She commended 
Greenbelt for refurbishing the 
old Center School as a commu- 
nity center. The center is li- 
censed for 47 participants and 
currently has about 38. 


Dream come true 

Betty Timer, chair of the Se- 
nior Citizens Advisory Commit- 
tee, called the opening “a 
dream come true.” Ten years 
ago she had first hoped to see 
an adult day care facility in 
Greenbelt, first at the old North 
End School, and later at Center 
School. 

Participant Gene Griffin gave 
a hearty welcome to the guests 
on behalf of the staff, partici- 
pants, nurses and bus drivers 
who bring the participants, to 
the center each day. “We the 
participants, like the new cen- 
ter,” he said. “It allows us to 
participate in activities and to 
receive tender, loving care.” 

Senator Green quoted from 
Emerson: “The reward of a 
thing well done is to have done 
it.” “You have done it here,” 
he told the group. 

Robert Inhoff, president of 
BSAM, emphasized the partner- 
ship that made the center pos- 
sible. Cordova noted that it 
had been “quite a haul” to get 
the new center open. “I can’t 
believe we’re finally here.” 
She thanked the participants for 
their patience and the city for 
its help. “We are thrilled and 
honored to say that we are a 
part of Greenbelt. We are 
thrilled to be a part of this 
partnership in pride.” 

Although BSAM is a non- 
profit organization set up by the 
Baptist Church, it operates the 
centers on a nonsectarian basis, 
according to Cordova. There

landmarks that identify and de- 
fine these cities. In Historic 


Greenbelt, we have the Roosevelt | 


Center Mall, with its Art Deco 
architecture and the Mother and 
Child statue. It is the Town Cen- 
ter in a community that was 
built, literally, to revolve around 
its center physically, socially and 
commercially. The Mall area is a 
vital focal point in Greenbelt, as 
well as being our “identifying 
landmark.” 

The Roosevelt Center Mall 
was last renovated in the mid- 
1970’s. It was at that time that 
the design changed radically 
from its original form. The 
planted beds were replaced with 
concrete paving with an overhead 
canopy of trees, and the Mall be- 
came more of an urban plaza 
than a planted courtyard inter- 
sected by paths. This layout still 
works well for the Greenbelt 
community, accommodating mu- 
sic performances and other 
events, but the materials have 
fallen sadly into disrepair. The 
paved surfaces have become 
cracked and separated. The furni- 
ture is scarred and in places, bro- 
ken, The Bradford pear trees are 
breaking apart. Our landmark 
feature is not in the condition it 


should be. 

The trees in the Mall are, un- 
derstandably, a sensitive issue. 
Most of us love the soft green 
canopy, the shade it provides, 
and the clouds of white flowers 
that float above the center in the 


spring. Unfortunately, the pears ~ 


are not long-lived trees, and at 
over 20 years of age, they are 
rapidly nearing the end of their 
life-span. The following is an ex- 
cerpt from Michael Dir’s Manual 

Wood e Plants: 

“,..For short-term use—per- 
haps 10 to 15 years, 20 with 
luck—the tree is magnificent; 
then the plant will literally fall 
apart because of the development 
of many branches around a com- 
mon length of the trunk. Plants 
manifest the problem by losing 
the distinct pyramidal shape and 
eventually becoming wide fan- 
shaped; plants have literally split 
in half before even reaching the 
fan shape.” 

Michael Guercin, an arborist 
from Branches, Etc., Inc., exam- 
ined our trees and found them all 
to be in danger of splitting apart. 
In his report, he said “These 
trees are reaching the end of 
their life-span; although they will 
continue to grow, their branching 
pattern of codominant and weak 
unions will increase the likeli- 
hood of splitting. ...1 strongly 
recommend the removal of these 
trees for future planning and 
their replacement with trees of 
horizontal branching pattern.” 
Clearly, the issue of the trees 
must be addressed. How we do 
this, and what we do beyond 
that, are the objects of discussion 
at this point in the project. 

We have determined, front the 
response of Greenbelt citizens in 
surveys and during two earlier 
public meetings, that the project 


objectives should be as follows: 

1. To offer a range of design 
options for the Mall, from a 
minimalist, repair and replace- 
only-as-necessary approach, to a 
full-scale renovation effort. 

2. To research the original de- 
sign of the Mall and determine 
which elements from that period 
should be brought forward into a 
new design. 

3. To leave undisturbed the ar- 
eas of the center region which 
have been recently renovated; 
e.g. the trees and paving along 
Centerway. 

4. To maintain a tree-shaded, 


open character in the mall area, 


with ample room for festivals, 
markets, music performances, 
and general circulation through 
the space. 

5. To re-establish original 
Greenbelt landmark views, e.g. to 
the Mother and Child statue and 
to the buildings in the center. 

6. To strengthen the link be- 
tween the Mall and the recreation 
areas, possibly using the area 
outside the Post Office as part of 
that link, 

7. To keep it simple! 

A public forum will be held 
in January. At that time, three de- 
sign options of varying scope 
will be presented and discussed. 
Michael Guercin will also be on 
hand to explain more about the 
pear trees and to field questions. 
We look forward to hearing what 
you have to say. It is important 
to remember that the purpose of 
this design process is to get 
your thoughts about the Mall and 
ideas for improvements. My job 
is to listen to all of your com- 
ments, and present design options 
that respond to the desires of the 
citizens. 


State Task Force on Education Examines 
Local Funding Issues, Seeks Answers

What should be done about 


the structure of the school: 


system’s governing body? 
What role should the county 
council play in decisions on 
education? Are there alterna- 
tive funding sources for educa- 
tion? These are questions with 
which a task force created by 
the Maryland State Legislature 
has been charged to find an- 
swers. Consisting of 17 mem- 
bers, the task force includes 
Thomas MHendershot and 
Frederick C, Hutchinson of the 
Board of Education, State Sena- 
tor Ulysses Currie, Delegate 
Barbara Frush and County 
Councilmembers Audrey Scott 


and Ronald Russell as mem- 


bers. . 

The task force has been 
meeting weekly for the past 
three months with representa- 
tives of interested groups, in- 
cluding the Board of Education, 
the state legislature, PTSA’s, 


teachers and other education re- 
lated unions, citizen groups and 
the Chamber of Commerce. 
Public forums are being held in 
each of the nine school board 
districts at which the various 
options are being presented. A 
final report is to be submitted 
to the legislature by the first of 
the year. 

According to Scott, the turn- 
Outs at the forums have been 
disappointing. She is con- 
cerned because she believes 
that no other issue will have as 
great an impact on the future of 
the county or on the pocket- 
books of county residents. 
“There is no greater issue fac- 
ing our county elected offi- 
cials,” Scott says. “The educa- 
tion system drives every other 
aspect of our economy and the 
quality of life of our citizens.” 


Options 
The options being presented 
by the task force cover a broad 
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range of proposals. The task 
force will not make final deci- 
sions or recommendations until 
the forums are completed this 
month. Some of the most con- 
troversial proposals relate to 
eliminating or modifying TRIM 
property tax caps. One pro- 
posal would place the Mary- 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission under 
TRIM with a new combined tax 
cap rate. This would give the 
county council greater flexibil- 
ity in allocating its limited re- 
sources. 

Another proposal is to create 
a special lottery dedicated to 
education, either within the

Concerned about speeding on 
Lakeside Drive, a group of resi- 
dents recently joined the 
Greenbelt Police department in a 
speed awareness program. A 
large display board was used. 

On a Saturday afternoon resi- 
dents met Officer Marty Parker 
and used his radar equipment, 
which was hooked up to the 
board, to show passing motorists 
how fast they were going. The 
group was surprised to find out 
that a large number of vehicles 
were traveling above the 25-mile 
speed limit, however only two 
were clocked above 30. Violators 
were pulled over and given 
warning tickets. 

The purpose of the program 
is two-fold. Residents want to 
let motorists know they are con- 
cerned about speeding because 
of the narrowness and curvy 
condition of the road. Also, 
residents want to measure the 
extent of the speeding problem 
before deciding what measures 
should be taken to correct the 
situation.

Four suspects, ages 15-18, 
are sought in conjunction with 
an assault which took place at 
Roosevelt High School on Satur- 
day afternoon, Dec. 2.

Just remember to click on the 
next urban icon so as not to be 
stuck in one urban setting too 
long! To date, six visitors have 
been unaccounted for. 

Joan Truckenbrod’s 
“everydayfamily” explores the 
changing definition of the Amer- 
ican family combining a video- 
camera, a computer, mirrors and 
a family photo album. 

As a tree hugging-Greenbelter 
(who lived in. Russia and Kaza- 
khstan for seven months in the 
early 1990s) I was most im- 
pressed with Suzanne Bloom and 
Ed Hill’s “Constructed Forest 
(This is the End-Let’s Go On-El 
Lissitsky).” As one enters the last 
room one encounters the ten 
large (24” by 40”) electronically- 
generated photographs of fragile 
Pacific Northwest forest scenes 
and treescapes overlayed with 
wood-grained 3-D images, 
framed by raw two-by-fours lum- 
ber which gives the impression 
of a typical initial stage of (new 
home) construction. The sur- 
rounding gray walls and ceiling 
project a feeling of having been 
transported to the Pacific North- 
west the forests of Siberia. 

In one corner of the room one 
hears an eerie 2-tone SOS-like 


beacon emanating from a PC- 
CD-ROM. In the opposite cor- 
ner a 20 minute videotape re- 
cycles film footage of 
chainsaws in action, logging 
trucks, semi-automated sawmills 
and chippers ‘at work’ de-con- 
structing. 

Sit down at the PC work sta- 
tion to sample the Constructed 
Forest menu. There’s informa- 
tion about how sawmills oper- 
ate, demonstrations of crosscut 
saws, ‘lumberjack & jill’ chain- 
saw contest, a description of 
Russian Constructivism and a 
segment about the early 20th 
century debate between John 
Muir and Gifford Pinchot on 
the federal government’s role 
and level of responsibility in 
protecting America’s remaining 
wilderness areas from commer- 
cial harvest and exploitation. 
There is also an extensive bib- 
liography on conservation/ecol- 
ogy and the 1920s Russian 
Constructivism Art movement. 

Biographical information and 
reproductions of the works of

various artists-designers-sculp- 
tors-architects can all be 
brought up with a few clicks of 
the mouse. These Russian 
Constructivists include: Kazimir

Viadimir Tatlin, Varvara 
Stepanova, and Alexandr 
Rodchenko, 


K. Malevich of the Suprema- 
tist wing of the Russian con- 
structivists became its charis- 
matic leader/teacher. These art- 
ist-engineers-constructors re- 
defined the social role of the 
artist away from stale tradition, 


paralleling the revolutionary de-

county or statewide. Scott calls 
this proposal “ironic” since the 
original lottery was supposed to 
be dedicated to education, but 
never was, she says. That, too, is 
being revisited as a possible op- 
tion. | 

Increasing the telephone 
tax and dedicating it to edu- 
cation is another propsal un- 
der consideration. This would 
require state legislation. On 
the local level, there is a pro- 
posal to place a temporary 
halt to the construction of 
townhouses. Scott believes 
that townhouses create a de- 
mand for services beyond 
their taxing potential. An- 
Other alternative is a sur- 
charge on all new develop- 
ment to go toward the cost of 
school construction. 


Focus Areas 

The task force has identi- 
fied five major areas of focus 
for improvements to the 
school system: smaller class 
size, safe and orderly learning 
environment, neighborhood 
schools, critical. capital im- 
provements, and adequate in- 
structional resources. Scott 
notes that all of these have 
hefty price tags if they are to 
be successfully implemented. 

A problem facing the 
County Council is a state law 
requiring the council to ap- 
prove the Board of Education 
budget in state designated cat- 
egories at the same “mainte- 
nance of effort” funding level 
or greater as for the previous 
year. This makes the council 
reluctant to putin any extra 
money beécausey once the 
funding level has been in- 
creased, it cannot be cut back 
regardless of budget deficits 
or changing priorities. The

“maintenance of effort” man- 
date affects all counties alike 
and their lobbying association, 
the Maryland Association of 
Counties, has made elimina- 
tion of this controversial man- 
date its number one legisla- 
tive priority. 


Underfunded? 

Scott notes that the Board 
of Education complains that 
education is underfunded. 
During the past 24 years, only 
in fiscal year 1987 did the 
Board obtain funding approval 
for what it asked. While 
spending on education is up 
as a percentage of the county 
budget, the county now allo- 
cates only 43% of its locally 
raised revenues toward educa- 
tion as compared to 51% in 
the 1970’s, according to Scott. 

Strong sentiment has been 
expressed to the task force 
that the county needs to 
reprioritize its spending com- 
mitments. The county spends 
above the state average on 
prisons, for example, but is 
slightly below average on per 
pupil expenditures for educa- 
tion, Scott says. Some people 
criticize what they call “frill 
programs.” Overly generous 
union contracts are a critical 
concern for others. 

Property tax revenues are 
not growing due to flat or de- 
creasing property values. At 
the same time school enroll- 
ment is increasing. For this 
school year it is up by more 
than 3,000, bringing total en- 
rollment to 120,000. Scott 
says that by the year 2000, 
enrollmént is*projected to rise 
to 127,000.

are no special qualifications 
for becoming a participant. 
Most, however, are 70 or 
more years in age. They are 
seniors who need to be with 
other people or receive spe- 
cial assistance while other 
family members are at work. 
The center operates six days a 
week and is closed on Sun- 
days and major holidays. It 
offers pick-up and return bus 
service when needed. About 
half the participants pay full 
fees, while the others are sup- 
ported in whole or part by 
Medicaid, the Veteran’s Ad- 
ministration or state grants.
